--  An  IqiiiciW  telegram  of  the  i6th  lays  tint 
the  lAl>oreri  ihtre  have  revolted  and  pillaged  the 
dly. 

—  In  1877  Puntft  Arenai  and  the  adjacent 
territory  contnined  less  than  1,000  inhabitanti. 
The  population  to-day  is  estimated  at  7,000. 

—  A  considerable  number  of  horses  are  being 
iliipped  from  Chile  to  Peru  for  both  of  the 
parties  engaged  in  the  present  civil  contest  in  that 
country, 

—  On  the  15th  and  17th  ult.  the  Chilian 
Congress  voted  a  bill  appropriating  $30,000  for 
the  adoption  of  precautionary  measures  against 
cholera. 

—  It  is  telegraphed  from  Lima  that  the  defen- 
sive woiks  of  that  city  have  been  completed, 
and  that  the  revolutionists  are  preparing  to  bora- 
bard  the  pl.ice. 

—  The  University  professor  of  geolocy,  Mr. 
Alfonso  Nogues,  has  been  commissioned  by  the 
government  to  study  and  report  on  the  carbon- 
iferous  beds  in  the  south  of  the  republic.  This 
is  a  step  in  ihe  right  direction.  — CAjV/iiii  Times. 

From  the  fir.st  proximo  the  percentage  of 
duties  now  payal)le  in  bills  on  London  must  be 
paid  in  gold  coin.  It  is  understood  that  the 
banks  are  making  preparations  to  supply  their 
customers  with  sovereigns,  Apropos  of  duties, 
the  actual  customs  tariff  will  continue  in  oper- 
ation during  li^t^,— Chilian  Times,  Dec.  29. 

—  The  repair  and  improvement  of  the  road 
over  the  cordillera,  vid  Uspallata,  is  being 
steadily  prosecuted,  and  a  considerable  amount 
of  work  has  been  done.  In  November  142  men 
were  employed  and  tlie  expenditure  amounted 
to  6,785  dols.  At  the  end  ol  that  monlh  the 
whole  of  the  section  from  Juncal  to  Salto  was 
opened  (or  carriage  traffic. — Chilian  Times,  Jan. 
5th. 

—  The  report  that  the  phylloxera  had  appear- 
ed in  some  vineyards  in  the  south,  happily 
turns  out  to  be  unloundei.  The  vines,  speak- 
ing generally,  never  looked  better,  and  Ihe 
prospects  for  an  abundant  and  excellent  vintage 
are  very  favourable  indeed.  The  outlook  for 
the  barley  and  wheat  crop  is  also  very  good, 
and  an  abundant  harvest  is  expected.  —  Chilian 
Times. 

A  singular  case  of  assassination  took  place 
at  240  San  Isidro  street,  Santiago,  on  Tues- 
day evening,  when  a  Spaniard  named  Martin 
Cahado  quarrelled  with  his  wife  Carmen  Cuni, 
whom  he  brutally  knocked  down,  and  after- 
wards choked  her  to  death.  The  assassin  was 
apprehended,  but  declared  that  his  wife  died  in 
his  arms  from  an  attack  ol  apoplexy.  —  Chilian 
Times,  Dec.  29. 

—A  triumph  in  engineering  is  reported  from  the 
mountains  of  Peru,  where  a  twin-screw  steamer  of 
540  tons,  170  feet  long  and  thirty  feet  wide  has 
been  successfully  launched  on  Lake  Tilicaca,  the 
highest  navigable  waters  in  the  world,  more  than 
13,000  (eet  alHwe  the  sea.  This  steamer  which 
beloni;s  \n  the  Peruvian  government,  and  is  to  be 
used  for  freight  and  passenger  Iratfic,  was  built  on 
the  Clyde,  tlien  taken  apart  in  more  than  a 
thousand  pieces  and  shipped  to  Mollendo  by  sea. 
It  was  tlien  carried  to  Puno  by  railway  and 
transported  over  the  raounttins  on  the  Iwcks  of 
llamas  and  mules  and  put  together  by  a  Scotch 
engineer. 

—"A  Scotch  warehnaseinan  in  this  same  city 
of  Valparaiso,  was  lately  t.titing  stock,  one  of  his 
clerks  assisting  him.  Tliey  finished  pretty  late  at 
night,  and  the  clerk  haviui;  made  a  final  tally  of 
the  figures  the  merchant  was  delighled  to  find  that 
he  was  richer  by  about  $2000  than  he  had  an- 
ticipated. "Mon!"  he  said,  "that's  just  bonnie. 
Here,  Awlick,  hne  a  whisky  an'  a  cigar  an'  away 
home  wi'  you."  But  when  Atick  returned  next 
morning  he  wa.s  received  with  scorn  and  contu- 
mely. "A  pretty  bnoliy  to  add  up  figures,  ain't 
ye,"  said  ihe  disappointed  merchant;  "why,  mon, 
ye  added  up  this  year  ol  oi»r  Lord  1894  7w'  the 
profits  0'  Ihe  business" — Western  Courier. 

— There  are  some  changes  in  the  South  Ame- 
rican steam  ship  service  wiiich  deserve  a  word  of 
notice.  By  a  re-arrangement  of  sailing  days  and 
calling  ports  between  Liverpool  and  Valparaiso, 
the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  announce 
(hat  they  will  be  able  to  shorten  the  passage  of 
their  steamers  very  appreciably.  Tlie  omission  of 
ihe  Brazilian  ports  by  every  alternate  steamer 
during  the  summer  months  will  certainly  be  re- 
garded with  favour.  By  the  omission  a  saving  of 
time  is  gained,  the  passage  to  Montevideo  being 
made  in  za  days,  and  out  to  Valparaiso  in  34  days. 
Calling  at  Rio  and  omitting  Pernambuco  and 
Pallia  the  passage  will  occupy  one  more  day,  and 
calling  at  all  port^  Valimrniso  i*  reached  in  16 
days.  Aa  regards  the  mails  two  days  have  to  be 
taken  otT  on  account  of  their  shipment  at  Lisbon. 
The  vessel  leaves  Liverpool  on  Thursday  and  is 
caught  at  Lisbon  by  the  Saturday  evening  mail 
from  London.  The  mails  (or  Santiago  are  to  be 
landed  at  Coronet  and  reach  the  Chilian  capital 
on  the  day  following.  The  time  from  the  River 
Plate  to  Coronel  via  the  Straits  will  be  nine  days, 
and  to  Santiago  ten  days  only.  On  the  homeward 
voyage  llie  speed  is  accelerated,  and  the  sailing 
day  from  Valparaiso  will  he  Tuesday  instead  of 
Saturday  as  at  present,  The  first  sailing  from  the 
West  Coast  on  the  new  plan  will  be  22iid  January 
next.—Tramport,  Dec.    14,    1894.

The  ease  witli  wliiclj  the  small  state  of 
Espirito  Santo  has  been  able  to  niise  a 
loan  in  Europe  of  ;f  700, 000,  is  a  subject 
for  thoughtful  consideration.  We  must 
admit  that  it  is  a  source  of  no  sliglit  satis- 
faction to  the  inhabitants  of  a  small  and 
comparatively  unknown  state  to  be  able  to 
make  so  successful  a  debut  in  the  great 
financial  world,  but,  unfortunately,  a  suc- 
cess like  this  is  not  always  m  unmixed 
blessing.  Sometimes  good  credit  is  a 
source  of  great  danger,  as  many  of  the 
Latin-American  republics  now  know  to 
their  shame  and  bitter  humiliation.  It 
m,iy  be  that  the  state  of  Espirito  S,into 
needs  this  money,  and  that  she  will  make 
good  use  of  it;  on  th.it  question  we  h.ive 
nothing  to  say  just  now.  We  must  say, 
however,  that  the  total  revenue  of  the 
state  for  the  current  year  is  estimated  at 
""'yS.S'l.oooS  (S.W  ;^l44,ooo),  th.lt  the 
expenditures  authorized  very  nearly  ab- 
sorb this  amount,  and  that  the  interest 
and  amortization  service  on  this  new  debt 
will  absorb  fully  one-fourth  of  this  revenue, 
thus  creating  a  deficit  of  over  800,000$  a 
year  unless  new  sources  of  income  are 
discovered.  This  is  certainly  not  a  good 
beginning  for  a  new,  half-organized  and 
sparsely-settled  state,  threatened  with  politi- 
cal disorder  and  unable  to  support  .'i  much 
heavier  burden  of  taSation.  It  is  li"je  that 
the  soil  of  Espirito  Santo  is  fertile,  that 
the  coffee  industry  is  steadily  increasing 
and  that  other  industries  might  be  success- 
fully established,  but  we  know  how  easily 
all  these  are  counterbalanced  here  in  Bra- 
zil by  a  litUe  misgovernment.  The  great 
danger,  however,  lies  in  the  demoralisation 
which  is  sure  to  follow  closely  on  the  heels 
of  such  easily-realized  loans.  We  have 
the  example  of  the  Argentine  provinces 
belbre  us,  and  it  is  one  wiiich  no  self, 
respecting  people  would  care  to  follow. 
It  is  a  record  of  reckless  extravagance  and 
folly,  of  dishonesty  and  repudiation.  Ten 
of  these  provinces  owe  an  aggregate  of 
$i3'.685,833  gold  on  foreign  loans,  and 
they  do  not  even  pretend  to  pay  any  part 
ot  the  interest  on  this  huge  indebtedness. 
Their  incomes  are  hopelessly  inadequate 
to  meet  the  interest,  and  they  are  no  lon- 
ger troubling  themselves  about  it.  It  may 
be  said  that  the  financiers  who  floated 
these  loans  are  equally  to  blame,  to  which 
we  fully  agree,  but  this  takes  nothing  from 
the  moral  and  financial  responsibility  in- 
curred, nor  from  the  discredit  and  shame 
caused  by  the  dishonesty  and  repudiation 
which  followed.  The  whole  world  now 
knows  how  the  money  was  .spent,  and  this 
adds  to  the  shame  of  the  transaction.  To 
avoid  such  a  state  of  affairs  here  in  Brazil, 
prompt  steps  should  at  once  be  taken  to 
restrict  the  borrowing  capacity  of  the 
states,  and  the  financiers  of  Europe  should 
limit  the  credit  faciliries  which  they  are 
accustomed  to  offer.     In  this  the  press  on 


both  sides  of  the  Atlantic  can  render  in- 
valuable service  in  seeking  to  check  the 
thirst  for  great  credit  operations  which  is 
sure  to  come  later  on.  If  something  is 
not  done,  a  half  dozen  states  will  be  seek- 
ing loans  before  the  year  closes  and  in  a 
few  short  years  the  Argentine  experience 
will  be  once  more  repeated  to  the  shame 
and  discredit  of  Brazil,  and  to  the  preju- 
dice of  thousands  of  European  investors 
who  arc  .tccustomed  to  buy  on  the  mere 
representations  of  the  financial  agents  who 
float  such  loans. 


Since  Frid.iy  last  the  streets  of  this  city 
have  again  been  the  theatre  of  riotous 
demonstrations  on  the  part  of  a  small  faction 
of  Brazilian  citizens.  Naturally  these  dis- 
turbances are  creating  alarm  and  appre- 
hension among  the  residents  of  the  city, 
and  are  seriously  injuring  the  credit  of 
the  country  .ibro.id.  They  are  serving  to 
show  the  woriil  that  the  Brazilian  people 
are  not  prepareil  for  a  republican  form 
of  government,  and  that  revolution  will 
probably  soon  be  the  normlj  condition 
of  the  country,  just  as  it  has  been  in  all 
the  other  Latin-.\merican  republics.  It  is 
useless,  perh.ips,  to  e.vpect  any  other  result. 
There  are  no  principles  at  stake  in  the 
disturbances  which  are  now  agitating  the 
city,  nor  is  there  even  the  incentive  of 
party  rivalry.  A  small  group  of  dema- 
gogues and  roughs,  fancying  tliat  they 
alone  have  the  sicred  fire  of  republican 
principles  in  their  keeping,  are  seeking 
to  impose  their  narrow  views  on  the  coun- 
try by  force.  They  are  chauvinists  and 
are  therefore  seeking  to  drive  foreigners 
.away  from  the  country,  I'o  this  end  they 
are  constantly  attacking  the  Portuguese 
and  .are  doing  .all  that  ignorance  and  petty 
malice  can  invent  to  insult  foreigners  of 
every  nationality.  During  the  revolt  this 
faction  was  protected  and  favored  by  the 
President,  for  which  reason  its  members 
are  ardent  admirers  of  Floriano  Peixoto, 
and  have  been  ardent  advocates  of  a 
scheme  to  continue  his  dictatorship,  in 
violation  of  the  constitution  and  of  the 
election  tvhich  placed  Prudente  de  Moraes 
in  the  presideiicy.  Another  object  of  their 
antipathy  is  the  new.spaper  J«m<il  1/0  Bra- 
zil, owned  an, I  edited  by  a  gentleman 
who  was  the  commander-in-chief  of  the 
nation,al  guard  during  the  revolt.  No  one 
questions  the  loyalty  of  this  gentleman, 
but  as  he  has  always  been  opposed  to 
the  barbarities  and  oppressive  acts  of 
certain  oftici.als.  and  as  he  has  now  opened 
his  columns  to  narrations  of  the  criminal 
acts  committed  by  government  forces  in 
various  places,  this  group  of  parti>;.ans  has 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  said  paper 
must  be  raided.  For  the  last  four  d.ays, 
therefore,  groups  of  disorderly  characters 
have  gathered  in  the  streets  for  the  express 
purpose  of  attacking  this  particular  neivs- 
papur,  and  to  attack  others  as  well  should 
the  opportunity  be  favorable.  The  chief 
of  police,  however,  has  not  hesitated  to 
take  prompt  measures  to  repress  the  first 
signs  of  violence,  and  the  inten  led  as- 
saults have  been  prevented.  Some  trifling 
conflicts  have  occurred  and  two  military 
students,  who  had  no  business  whatever 
with  such  a  demonstration,  have  been  hurt. 
Last  night  there  was  some  firing  and 
it  is  said  that  casualties  resulted,  but 
of  this  we  have  no  certain  information. 
At  this  moment  the  situation  is  highly 
critical  and  some  trifling  incident  may 
precipitate  a  t;onflict.  The  chief  of  police 
is  clearly  right  in  the  measures  which  he 
has  t.aken  to  repress  violence,  but  in  our 
opinion  he  might  go  one  step  further. 
The  leaders  of  these  illegal  demonstrations 
are  well  known.  Why  not  arrest  them 
and  bind  theui  to  keep  the  peace  ?    Why 


should  the  police  wait  for  an  assault  from 
these  men  ?  They  are  conspiring  against 
the  government,  and  ate  disturbing  peace 
and  good  order  in  the  streets.  They  are 
trying  to  prove,  also,  that  a  civil  govern- 
ment can  not  maintain  order,  and  th.at  we 
must  have  their  favorite  military  dictator 
back  at  Itamaraty,  Their  mistake  should 
be  proved  to  them  at  once,  and  it  should 
be  demonstrated  in  so  practical  a  manner 
that  they  will  not  care  to  repeat  the  of- 
fence. 


The  decision  of  the  supreme  military 
tribunal  on  the  question  whether  the  naval 
cadets  are  to  be  included  in  the  amnesty 
decree  of  the  ist  instant,  is  a  curious  illus- 
tration of  the  indirect  means  sometimes 
found  necessary  to  .accomplish  what  is 
generally  considered  right.  The  decree  in 
question  offered  amnesty  to  all  deserters  of 
the  rank  and  file  (fr<i(<is  ,le  pre!)  of  the 
.army,  navy,  national  guard,  police  and  fire 
brigade.  As  the  cadets  are  required  to  en- 
list .as  pra(<is  de  prtt  on  entering  the  mili- 
tary and  nav.al  schools,  and  as  they  are 
classed  and  treated  as  pia^as  in  the  regula- 
tions of  those  est.ablishraents,  the  question 
naturally  arose  whether  they  were  enddcd 
to  the  immunities  offered  by  this  amnesty 
decree.  The  extreme  partizans  of  the  last 
goveriunent  were  of  course  bitteriy  opposed 
to  the  concession,  while  the  conservative 
people  of  all  chasses  and  parties  were  either 
openly  or  secredy  in  faVor  of  it.  What 
the  President  thought,  or  whether  he  fore- 
saw this  coiviplic.ation,  we  do  not  know, 
but  it  may  be  safely  assumed  that  the 
decision  as  it  noiv  stands  is  not  much  of  a 
disappointment  to  him.  The  circumstance 
that  this  decision  has  placed  the  supreine 
military  tribunal,  composed  of  several 
prominent  ofiicers  of  the  .army  and  navy, 
on  record  as  favorable  to  an  extension  of 
the  principle  of  amnesty,  and  inversely  .as 
opposed  to  a  continuation  of  the  vindictive 
repression  advocated  by  the  p.artizans  of 
the  last  government,  must  be  considered 
as  a  decided  triumph  for  the  friends  of 
peace  and  concord.  It  must  .also  be  con- 
sidered as  a  signal  defeat  of;  the  men  who 
have  been  advocatiHg  jjlScfj'ption  and  re- 
pression, and  wiio  have  been  trying  to 
make  the  worid  believe  that  they  represent- 
ed the  wishes  and  feelings  of  the  Brazilhan 
people.  The  worid  is  slowly  learning, 
however,  that  the  extreme  partizans  of 
Marshal  Peixoto  do  not  represent  the ; 
Brazilian  people ;  they  are  but  a  small  fac- 
tion, though  with  the  armed  classes  behinil 
them  diey  must  be  considered  a  strong  anil 
extremely  dangerous  faction.  The  great 
m.ijority  of  the  lirtizilian  people,  however, 
is  heartily  in  accord  with  this  decision  of 
the  supreme  military  tribunal,  and  would 
rejoice  were  the  provisions  of  this  amnesty 
act  carried  even  further.  \Vcre  the  Pres- 
ident also  to  try  pacification  in  Rio  Grande 
instead  of  armed  repression,  he  would  find 
himself  supported  by  the  Brazilian  people 
with  genuine  enthusiasm.  The  country  is 
thoroughly  tired  of  this  insane  effort  to 
maintain  the  authority  of  a  political  usurper 
in  Rio  Grande,  and  they  are  now  beginning 
to  realize  what  such  an  effort  means.  Were 
the  executive  to  decree  gener.il  amnesty 
and  then  place  the  guvernment  of  Rio 
Grande  in  the  hands  of  an  interventor,  as 
is  the  custom  in  .Argentina,  the  war  would 
come  to  an  end,  and  an  opportunity  would 
be  given  to  reorganize  the  administration  of 
th.at  state  in  accord.ance  with  the  wishes  of 
the  people.  Such  a  measure  might  not  suit 
the  hravos  who  are  prosecuting  a  war  for 
their  own  selfish  purposes,  but  the  country 
will  care  very  little  for  all  this.  It  wants 
peace  and  harmony,  and  will  gladly  second 
every  effort  which  the  President  can  make 
in  that  direction.

In  rejily  to  the  foregoing  letters,  which 
were  published  in  the  Jornal  do  Commercio, 
the  port  health  inspector  denies  the  state- 
ments m,ade,  and  says  that  the  lazaretto 
doctor  at  Ilha  Grande,  Dr.  Jotlo  Baptista 
M,alhciros,  has  rendered  medical  aid  daily 
to  the  sick.  He  does  not  tell  us  how  this 
medical  relief  w.as  rendered,  nor  does  he  as- 
sert that  Dr.  M.alheiros  ever  went  on  board 
one  of  these  vessels.  .\s  Dr.  Josi;  da  Sil- 
veira  is  stationed  here  in  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
he  is  of  course  unable  to  say  anything  from 
personal  observation . 

We  have,  however,  the  explicit  statement 
that  no  medical  aid  was  given,  by  which 
we  understand  thjtt-«e-«edical  visits  to  the 
sick  were  made,  j  The  effort  to  treat  a  sick 
man  by  coming  alongside  in  a  steatn-launch 
and  shouting  instructions  about  a  patient 
you  have  never  seen,  can  hardly  be  called 
a  medical  visit,  nor  will  it  be  considered  as 
valuable  medical  relief  by  those  whose  lives 
■are  in  danger,  J  \\'c  have  the  tesrimoiiy  of 
eye-witniSses"~fhat  the  medical  visits  are 
m.ade  in  this  manner. 

Dr.  Jose  da  Sitveira  also  tries  to  show 
that  hay  and  water  have  been  furnished 
rcgulady.  How  does  he  know  ?  Captain 
Robertson  says  that  his  catde  were  without 
h.ay  seven  days,  then  a  supply  was  fui-nished 
which  hasted  three  days,  and  then  up  to 
the  30th  they  had  been  again  without  for 
/our  days.  Capt.  Robertson  was  on  the 
spot  and  knew  what  he  was  talking  about ; 
Dr.Josi-  da  Silveira  is  here  in  Rio  de  Janeiro 
and  knows  only  what  is  reported  to  him. 
To  paraphrtise,  wc  might  say:  "It  is 
easy,  my  dear  sir,  to  write  denials,  .and  10 
paint  diis  or  that  fact  in  colors  more  or  less 
rose-tinted,  when  one  wishes  to  cover  up 
defects."  The  truth  is,  the  sanitary  au- 
thorities are  working  on  suppositions,  and 
they  arc  enforcing  quarantines  without  the 
fficilities  for  treating  a  dangerously  conta- 
gious disease.  More  than  this,  they  are 
proceeding  without  the  slightest  regard  for 
the  rights  of  life  and  property,  and  have 
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made  but  a  feeble  effort,  so  far  as  >ve  can 
see,  to  alleviate  the  suflerings  of  those  im- 
prisoned at  the  Ilha  Grande  quarantine  sta- 
tion. .\nd,  worse  than  all.  they  have  shown 
themselves  to  be  afraid  of  personally  treat- 
ing the  cases  nhich  come  under  their  care, 
thus  showing  themselves  unworthy  of  the 
posts  they  occupy  and  the  profession  to 
whicli  they  belong. 

COFFEE-STBAU.VC. 

The  following  representation,  signed  by  all  the 
prominent  coffec-enportcrj  ol  the  city,  has  been 
■preiented  to  the  chief  of  police.  Efforts  have  been 
made  to  protect  the  cofiee  in  question  by  direct  in- 
lerlerence  willi  the  operations  ol  the  thieves,  but 
without  effect,  the  latter  dra^ving  their  knives  on 
any  one  iiilertcring  with  them.  They  steal  colTet 
in  open  daylight,  both  in  the  street  «nd  in  tlie  Uo- 
cis  and  then  walk  directly  into  a  neighoonng 
nndlt,  where  it  is  weighed  and  sold.  More  ftagrant 
cases  o(  robbery  have  never  occurred ;  and  yet  thus 
tar  no  protection  has  been  furnished,  either  by  the 
.police,  by  the  custom-house  authorities,  or  by  the 
manager  of  the  Docas. 

The  representation  is  as  follows: 
T,' His  Exctllrnry  Ihl  ChitJ  ij  Pllkt : 

The  undersigned,  merchant  exporters  of  coffee, 
beg  to  call  your  auention  to  a  fact  so  anomalous 
and  serious  that  they  are  certain,  if  the  truth  be 
verified,  that  vigorous  measures  for  its  repression 
■will  not  be  delayed. 

It  treats  of  the  following  :  of  the  perfectly-organ- 
ized robbery  by  individuals  who,  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  the  waggons  which  carry  coffee  to  the 
Docas  Dom  Pedro  II,  assault  them  and  violate 
the  bags,  taking  from  them  the  largest  quantity  of 
coffee  possible. 

At  first  sight  it  would  seem  strange  that  an  oc- 
currence  of  such  gravity  could  take  place  with  the 
greatest  possible  publicity  and  in  the  presence  of 
innumerable  witnesses,  and  that  it   should  not  be 


"But,  your  excellency,  this  is  because  the  authors 
of  these  assaults,  as  the  undersigned  have  already 
staled,  compose  a  numerous  group  and  are  thus 
able  to  resist  all  those  who  seek  to  oppose  their 
exactions. 

Our  coffee-carriers,  those  who  have  this  service 
in  charge,  have  been  terrorized,  and  naturally  so, 
by  the  violence  practised  by  individuals  of  the 
■worst  character.  The  drivers  are  principally  the 
-victims  of  this  gang  of  daring  criminals  ;  beaten, 
threatened  even  with  death,  they  have  become  co. 
erced  and  unable  to  defend  the  merchandise  en 
trusted  to  them.  j     ,.       i. 

The  most  violent  assaults  arc  practised  when  the 
waggons  are  stationed  in  front  of  the  doors  of  the 
Docas,  affording  lime  to  the  assailants  (or  their 
vandalism. 

What  is  most  surprising,  your  excellency,  is 
that  these  tacts  are  witnessed  by  the  nnmetous 
^personnel  of  the  Docas,  by  persons  of  the  neigh- 
borhood, and  hy  others,  who  are  not  moved  to  in- 
terfere, frightened  by  the  audacity  of  the  assail- 
ants. .    ,        ,      a 

To  these  should  be  added  other  thefts  of  coflee 
in  the  passage  of  the  waggons  to  the  pier,  and  also 
when  there  deposited  for  the  final  embarkation. 
Here  others  are  the  robliers,  the  conductors  them- 
selves of  the  cofice  being  accepted  for  such  service 
'without    any    previous    inquiry,    in    view    of    its 

The  destination  of  the  coffee  stolen  by  these  and 
others,  both  outside  and  inside  Ihe  docks,  is  usually 
the  eating-houses  l^ta-jtmns)  of  the  neighborhood, 
tlie  refuge  of  those  individuals  given  to  the  con- 
stant practice  of  crime. 

In  these  terms  the  undersigned  request  that  your 
excellency  will  deign  to  order  that  an  investigation 
shall  be  opened  in  regard  to  the  facts  set  forth,  and 
sohcit,  as  a  measure  of  precaution,  that  a  sufficient 
ifnrce  for  the  protection  of  the  property  of  others 
thus  daily  assaulted,  be  stationed  at  the  place.

How  often  have  I  plucked  from  the  wrath  of 
certain  delegates  of  the  central  power  unfortunate 
guards  and  inexperienced  officers  whom  those 
gentlemen  treated  as  their  slaves,  or  as  their 
inferiors.  And  in  this  matter,  never  was  any 
complaint  of  mine  ever  neglected  either  by  the 
Marshal,  or  by  his  ministers. 


ou  1  bails  acceptable  to  the  latter,  have  crea- 
ted a  feeling  of  dislruit.  Brazilian  loam  cloif 
almost  at  the  hlflhtil  polat  of  the  year  mth  > 
gain  of  alioul  18  in  the  representative  loin. 
The  conclusion  of  the  civil  war  in  April  wai 
the  signal  for  the  upward  movement,  which  was 
artificially  slimulated  in  September,  when  the 
balance  of  the  Minas  loan  was  placed,  and 
further  borrowing  operations  were  contempla. 
ted.  Brazilian  finance  is  unmistakably  top-heavy, 
and  the  rue  in  these  bonds  cannot  be  regarded 
with  unmixed  satisfaction.  Chilians  have  im- 
proved with  the  gradual  recovery  of  the  republic 
from  the  elTeas  of  the  civil  war,  the  accumulabon 
of  specie  ill  view  of  the  introduction  of  a  gold 
basis  for  the  circulation  helping  to  reassure 
investors.  The  troubles  of  the  Peruvian  Corpo- 
ration are  due  to  the  fall  in  sliver  and  the 
polilical  unrest,  which  together  kill  business  and 
arrest  development  in  the  republic.  The  ingrain- 
ed dishonesty  ot  Peruvian  pobticians  has  ad- 
ded to  the  embarraBsmenls  of  the  corporation, 
whose  revenues  are  becoming  terribly  attenuated. 
To  the  fall  In  silver  must  be  ascribed  the  renew- 
ed defaults  ot  Guatemala  and  Costa  Rica,  but 
the  absence  ot  good  faith  in  both  cases  pre- 
vents them  Irom  receiving  the  sympathy  to  freely 
extended  to  Mexico.  That  republic  ii  slrug- 
ghng  gamely  on  to  pay  its  jold  obligations  in 
lull,  and  everyone  hopes  that  the  strain  may 
not  become  too  severe  lor  the  resources  olthe 
country  and  the  fidelity  ot  its  government. 
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Now,  this  is  what  annoys  those  who  do  not  wish 
to  understand  my  position.  Thfy  know  that  I  do 
not  mince  mailers  in  questions  of  principle,  and 
therefore  I  could  never  have  been  apartner  in 
Ihe  crimes  and  outrages  of  Sepetiba,  Mae^,  V&- 
rand,  Recife,  Santa  Catharina,  and  others.  I,  who 
would  not  hcsilate,  in  the  time  of  war,  to  vote  ma 
leeal  and  legitimate  council,  for  the  death  of  the 
revolutionary  inciiers  or  chiels  of  the  revolt  who 
did  so  much  harm  to  our  country,  I  can  never 
acree  with  these  cold  and  heinous  assaisinations, 
without  trial,  without  proofs,  disastrous  as  the  re- 
volt itself.  , .  ,       ,         . 

And  why  ?    The  government  chiefs,  when  taken 
prisoners  by  the  revolutionists,  were  not  killed, 
but  they  were  set  at  liberty  on   parole,  and  are 
nearly  all    living,  except  those  who  succumbed 
in  battle  ;  and  shall  we,  defenders  of  the  law,  who 
lent  moral  and  material  support  to  law  and  author- 
ity   ever  !«  abettors  of   those  dark  occurrences 
which  Brazil  already  points  to  with   horror,   and 
which  humanity  should  exclude  from  Us  associa- 
tion?

LATIN  AMERICAN  SECURITIES. 
In  South  American  securities  1894  has  been 
a  year  of  revival,  as  the  appended  table  clearly 
shows.  The  most  brilliant  advance  has  been 
made  by  Uruguay  bonds,  which  have  put  nearly 
15  points  to  their  credit.  Tliis  is  due  as  mucli 
to  tlie  judicious  marketing  ol  the  large  holding 
of  the  Baring  estate  as  to  the  regular  remitt- 
ance of  funds  to  meet  the  debt  service.  It 
was  in  March  that  a  block  of  ^  i.oco.ooo  ster- 
ling  of  Uvuguays  was  acquired  by  a  syndicate 
at  40,  which  had  an  option  to  take  £  600,000 
at  45.  Sales  were  made  at  the  same  time  o( 
Buenos  Aires  Waterworks  bonds,  and  again  in 
September  and  November  the  syndicate  took 
over  further  large  lots,  thus  paving  the  way 
to  the  winding  up  of  the  prolonged  liquidation 
of  the  Barinu  estate.  While  the  punctual  ful- 
filment of  all  obligations  enabled  Uruguayan 
bonds  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  these  opera- 
tions,  the  advance  in  Argentines  has  been  some- 
what checked  by  the  eccentricities  of  Dr.  Terry, 
the  national  finance  minister,  whose  objections 
to    a    settlement  with    the   guaranteed    railways 


RIVER  PLA  TE  ITEMS. 
—A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  «nd  says  that 
ihe  Buenos  Aires  papers  announce  the  reappear- 
ance of  cholera  in  Rosario  and  Cordoba. 

—The  Uruguayan  government  has  resolved 
upon  a  revison  of  iti  customs  larifif,  and  has  ap- 
pointed seven  commissions  to  report  upon  it. 

—The  intendente  o(  Quarahim  has  been  charged 
with  an  investigation  o(  the  recent  invasion  of  Uru- 
guayan  territory,  and  he  arrived  in  Montevideo  on 
the  27lh. 

— Tliere  were  13,702  deaths  in  the  city  of  Bue- 
nos Aires  during  the  past  year.  This  shows  an 
average  of  23  per  thousand,  estimating  the  popu- 
lation are  600,000. 

Congress,  instead  of  insisting  upon  the  liqui- 
dation of  all  the  insolvent  state  banks,  is  passing 
an  iniquitous  law  which  will  give  the  debtors  to 
those  establishments  the  opportunity  ol  getting 
rid  of  their  debts  without  paying  them,— ^.  A. 
Herald. 

—The  Buenos  Atres  Herald  has  celebrated  tlie 
idvent  of  a  new  year  by  coming  out  in  an  eight- 
paee  form,  which  is  a  great  improvement  on  its 
old-fashioned  blanket  sheet.  The  Herald  is  show- 
ing new  life  and  vigor  in  all  its  departments  and 
deserves  the  success  it  is  making  such  a  struggle 
to  achieve. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  34th  says 
that  Congress  has  approved  the  general  amnesty 
measure.  The  radicals  have  announced  their  in- 
tention to  oppose  the  Uriburii  government.  Up 
to  thai  date  there  had  been  8?  suspected  cases  of 
cholera  in  Buenos  Aires,  ol  which  14  resulted 
fatally. 

—An  attempt  was  made  in  Montevideo  to  hold  a 
meeting  on  the  evening  of  the  23rd  inst.  as  a 
manifestation  against  Brazil  because  of  the  recent 
violation  of  Uruguayan  territory.  The  police 
interfered  to  disperse  the  meeting,  and  a  conflict 
ensued,  resulting  in  the  wounding  ol  several 
citizens.  Several  of  the  persons  who  signed  the 
call  have  been  arrested. 

—The  Court  of  Appeal  has  decided  that  Haupt, 
the  miller  of  Bolivar,  who  killed  a  police  official 
in  self-delence,  is  free  from  gudt  in  the  matter. 
Nevertheless,  he  has  been  for  two  years  in  prison, 
has  had  his  business  ruined  and  has  l«en  put  to 
great  expense  in  defending  himself.  The  province 
ought  to  compensate  him  (or  all  this.

—Telegrams  of  the  22nd  state  that  the  Argen- 
tine Congress  accepted  President  Saenz  Peaa's 
resignation  by  70  votes.  The  public  treated  the 
event  with  the  greatest  indifference.  The  vice- 
president,  Dr.  Urihuni,  at  once  took  steps  to 
secure  a  cabinet  which,  it  was  believed,  would  be 
composed  of  men  free  from  the  complications 
which  have  lately  caused  so  much  trouble.  As 
Dr.  Uriburii  is  a  younger  and  more  determined 
man,  he  will  unquestionably  afford  the  country 
a  stronger  and  more  rational  administralion  than 
that  o(  his  unfortunate  predecessor.

This  phase  of  lunacy  has  been 
developed  at  Montevideo,  where  the  celebrated 
Frank  Brown's  circus  was  undergoing  quarantine 
about  the  middle  ol  the  month,  when  his  period 
of  quarantine  had  nearly  expired,  Mr.  Brown  was 
advised  by  the  sanitary  pirates  that  he  would  not 
be  permitted  to  land  his  horses.  No  previous  an- 
nouncement  had  been  made  of  such  a  resolution; 
its  enforcement  against  the  first  applicant  ii  all  the 
notice  these  irresponsible  dictators  think  it  neces* 
sary  to  give.  If  Argentine  cattle  can  be  landed  in 
Brazil,  surely  horses  from  Brazil  might  be  landed 
in  Uruguay  —  but  the  health  board  can  not  see  it !

The  houses  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  ciiy  have  been  greatly  injured  and 
many  of  them  were  undermined  by  the  water  and 
fell.  The  streets  are  lull  of  furniture,  carriages, 
carls,  and  all  kinds  of  household  effects.  There 
are  numbers  of  dead  animals  in  the  streets^  and 
watercourses.  The  markets  arc  completely  inun- 
dated. The  exact  number  of  the  killed  is  not 
known,  but  it  is  not  less  than  50,  mostly  children.

—On  Tuesday  morning  the  steamer /"/.fj/}^,/,/, 
of  the  Norlon  Line  of  New  Vork,  arrived  at  Flo- 
res  Island  from  Buenos  Aires.  She  was  buund 
lor  New  York,  having  on  board  70,000  dried  hides 
and  a.ooo  balea  of  wool,  expecting  to  take  up  an- 
other  1,000  bales  of  wool  here.  Having  approach- 
tA  Flores  Island  too  near  on  the  north  side,  the 
Freshfield  ran  aground  between  the  first  and 
second  island,  remaining  sluck  with  her  bow  to- 
wards the  west  of  the  passenger's  mole,  on  a 
rock  bottom.  The  sir.  HeUos  worked  for  an  hour 
trying  to  low  her  oiT,  but  without  avail.  Some 
tugs  also  went  out  in  the  afternoon  but  their  serv- 
ices were  refuted.  Yesterday,  however,  it  was 
seen  that  her  situation  was  rather  serious,  and 
the  services  of  Lussich's  salvage  tugs  were  accord- 
ingly accepted,  and  the  Hiiracan,  Emptror,  Toro 
and  other  tugs  were  despalched  at  once.

—  The  faculty  of  the  Ouro  Prelo  school  of 
mines  has  voted  against  moving  its  domicile.  They 
ask  for  a  new  edifice. 

—  Various  citizens  of  Maranhio  have  united  lo 
create  a  university  in  tliat  ciiy,  which  is  to  be 
called  the  "  Uiiiversidade  Nova  Athenas". 

—  At  Lorena,  Sao  Paulo,  it  has  rained  so 
heavily  lately  that  the  Parahyba  has  ovei  Bowed 
its  banks  and  inundated  a  part  of  the  town. 

—  The  Buenos  Aires  Herald  is  informed  that 
Wolff,  the  fugitive  proprietor  of  the  Criterion,  of 
that  city,  is  now  established  at  Santos,  Slo 
Paulo. 

—  MaranhSo  papers  up  to  Ihe  13th  inst.  state 
that  a  detachment  of  50  men  of  the  5th  infantry, 
had  left  for  Bda  Vista,  Goyaz,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Lieut.  Silva  Leite. 

—  The  Nor  bk  Dux,  loaded  with  coal,  which 
had  been  wrecked  off  the  port  of  Maranhao,  was 
sold  at  auction  in  that  city  and  realiied  only 
i,ooo$ooo  for  hull  and  cargo. 

—The  station  of  Barra  Funda,  on  the  S5o  Paulo 
railway,  was  burned  on  the  20th  inst.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  the  fire  originated  from  Ihe  sparks 
thrown  out  by  some  passing  locomotive. 

—The  E^chi  of  Franca,  Sio  Paulo,  says  Ihat 
that  town  is  threatened  with  grave  disorders, 
which  will  surely  occur  if  the  stale  government 
does  not  take  prompt  measures  with  the  police 
force  stationed  there. 

— A  new  weekly  publication  has  appeared  in  Juiz 
de  F6ra  under  the  titleof  A  Cruz.  It  is  primarily  a 
religious  paper,  but  intends  lo  discus<;  politics  and 
other  questions  of  public  interest.  The  Cntz  has 
our  best  wishes  for  a  long  and  useful  career. 

—  A  Montevideo  telegram  of  the  24th  inst. 
says  that  the  port  ol  Iiaqui,  Rio  Grande  do  Sul, 
had  been  completely  closed  bv  orders  of  tlie 
military  commanders  in  that  district.  The  mails 
are  exchanged  in  the  middle  of  the  river  wilh  those 
from  Alvear,  Argentina. 

—  Those  who  have  been  such  ardent  defend- 
ers of  the  cause  of  "  legalidade "  should  find 
some  way  lo  explain,  deny  or  excuse  the  mas- 
sacres and  assassinations  which  are  now  coming 
to  light.  The  scenes  at  Magi,  if  true,  are  not 
what  one  might  expect  from  a  civilized  people. 

—  A  Santos  telegram  of  the  24th  inst.  says 
that  from  December  up  to  the  22nd  inst.,  32 
cases  of  yellow  fever  had  been  received  at  the 
yellow  fever  hospital,  of  which  9  died,  4  were 
under  treatment  and  the  balance  had  recovered. 
The  sanitary  state  of  the  rity  was  considered  good. 

—According  to  itts  Pharol  oi  Juiz  de  Fora,  the 
immigration  officials  in  Minas  Geraes  have  shown 
themselves  incompetent  to  deal  with  the  reception 
and, distribution  of  immigrants.  They  first  celebrate 
contracts  (or  the  transportation  of  Italians  to 
Brazil,  but  when  they  arrive  here  Ihe  officials  are 
not  ready  for  them,  as  occurred  in  the  case  of  the 
Iniziativa,  most  of  whom  were  left  to  take  care  of 
themselves,  without  food  and  shelter,  in  the  streets 
of  Juiz  de  F6ra.  Of  the  immigrants  in  the  kospc' 
daria  there,  the  national  government  took  600  of 
them  to  the  Pinheiros  hospedaria,  because  the 
Minas  planters  were  not  receiving  them,  and  bt- 
cause  01  the  danger  of  a  cholera  outbreak  where 
they  were.  The  Italians  will  do  well  to  keep 
away  from- Minas  Geraes. 


—  Tliere  wax  a  heavy  rainfall  at  Quixada, 
Ceari,  on  Ihe  evening  of  the  9lh  init.,  the  pluvio- 
metre  resistcrlne  30  millimetres.  This  is  consid. 
ered  thebeginnfngof  a  good  winter, 

—The  Saleilan  fathers  are  to  establish  an  aofi- 
cultural  school  at  Cachoeiro  do  Campo,  Minas 
Geraes.  This  is  a  step  in  the  right  dlieclion.  If 
the  good  failiers  can  now  induce  the  mocidade  to 
BO  there,  they  will  deserve  more  from  ihe  country 
Ihan  all  the  men  together  who  have  worn  shoulder- 
straps. 

—  The  directory  of  the  '•  republicnno  fede- 
ralista "  parly  in  Bahia  has  resolved  tn  change 
its  name  to  "  republicano  federal  ",  This  party 
presents  the  name  of  Dr.  Severino  Sanios  Vieira 
as  a  candidate  for  the  seat  in  the  Senate  made 
vacant  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Manoel  Victorino 
to  tlie  vice-presidency. 

—On  Ihe  20th  inst.  a  negro  named  Romualdo 
assaulted  the  wife  of  a  colonist  on  the  plantaliim  ol 
Sr.  S.iIvailor  Toledo,  in  the  municipahly  of  Capi- 
vary,  S5o  Paulo.  Foiled  in  his  designs,  he 
procured  a  bushliook,  and  kilted  her  wilh  it.  He 
was  capiured  and  taken  into  Capivary,  but  on  the 
following  morning  was  taken  from  the  prison  by  a 
mob  and  lynched. 

—  In  Ceara  there  was  great  scarcity  ol  food 
early  in  the  month.  On  the  13th  fresh  l>eef  was 
sold  at  I$200  — 2$ooo,  and  fish  from  800  reis 
lo  ifsoo  per  kilo.  The  municit>al  council  then 
interlered  and  arranged  a  larifF  ol  prices  wilh 
the  butchers  by  which  fresh  beef  is  to  be  sold 
at  800  reis  wilh  bone  and  l$ooo  per  kilo  with- 
out bone  to  the  end  of  March  next.  From 
April  to  December  the  price  is  to  be  600  and  800 
reis. 

—  The  case  of  lynching  at  Capivary,  Sao 
Paulo,  was  carried  out  so  brutally  that  it  dimin- 
ishes the  sympathy  which  the  lynchers  might 
otherwise  count  upon.  They  broke  into  the  prison, 
removed  the  assassin  to  the  street  outside,  and 
then  killed  him  like  a  rabid  dog,  with  stones  and 
shots.  They  then  poured  two  tins  of  kerosene 
over  the  body  and  set  fire  to  it,  burning  it  to 
cinders.  Why  is  it  not  possible  to  do  these 
things  decently  and  in  order?  If  the  laws  will 
not  repress  crime,  then  lynching  is  defensible, 
but  it  should  be  carried  out  as  an  example  of 
justice,  and  not  of  savage  brutality. 


Railroad    Notes 


—Engineer  Jorge  Rademaker,  for  a  long  time 
chief  of  traffic,  has  been  appointed  sub-ditector  of 
the  Central  railway. 

— Traffic  has  been  re-established  on  the  Caran- 
gola  line  through  the  personal  efforts  of  the  railway 
officials.  The  panic  over  the  Paiz  cholera  has  begun 
to  subside. 

—The  S.  Paulo  state  government  has  been  ask- 
ed for  a  concession  for  a  narrow  gauge  railway 
from  Jahti  to  the  Itapura  colony.  'Ihe  petitioner 
asks  lor  a  60  years  concession  and  5%  guarantee 
on  ;^8,ooo,ooo. 

—The  Conde  d'Eu  railway  (guaranteed)  has 
declared  a  dividend  of  \os  a  share,  less  income  tax, 
making  with  the  interim  dividend  paid  in  August 
a  total  of  4;i  per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  June 
30th,  1894. 

—The  government  has  authoriied  the  Bahia  and 
S.  Francisco  company  to  acquire  new  rolling  stock 
to  a  maximum  cost  of  472,000$,  charging  the 
same  to  the  working  expenses  of  the  next  two 
years. 

—The  Minas  state  government  has  appointed 
Dr.  Alvaro  da  Silvetra  as  chief  of  the  geographical 
and  geological  commission  of  that  state,  and  Dr. 
Augusto  Cesar  de  Vasconcellos  as  chief  of  a  similar 
commission  operating  on  the  Sao  Paulo  frontier,  to 
determine  the  boundary  betneen  the  two  states. 

—The  Pharol,  of  Juiz  de  Fora,  hears  that  the 
sanitary  inspector  of  that  place,  Dr.  Penna  Fillio, 
is  very  indignant  because  the  Central  railway  offi- 
cials have  sent  suspected  cholera  cases  there  for 
treatment.  The  inspector  says  that  the  Central 
railway  is  able  to  take  care  ol  its  own  sick,  and  if 
any  more  patients  are  sent  to  Juiz  de  Fora  for 
treatment  in  the  contagious  diseases  hospital,  he 
will  absolutely  refuse  to  receive  them. 

—The  government  is  studying  measures  for  the 
sale  or  lease  of  the  state  railways  of  the  north. 
This  is  one  of  the  most  sensible  steps  the  govern- 
ment has  yet  taken.  The  slate  railwaysare  all  most 
expensively  and  inefficiently  managed,  and  they  are 
therefore  a  source  of  expense  to  the  taxpayer.  The 
government  should  go  out  cf  this  line  of  business 
altogether. 

— The  director  of  the  Central  line  has  been 
greatly  surprised  lately  by  the  number  of  com- 
plaints received  in  regard  to  ihe  violence  and  rude- 
ness of  his  subordinates  toward  passengers.  The 
abuses  in  this  direction  are  of  long-standing,  for  it 
is  many  months  sirice  the  public  has  been  permit- 
ted to  complain.  Inattention,  insolence  and  even 
violence  have  been  common  enough  on  the  Central 
railway,  during  the  past  eighteen  months,  lo  make 
one  think  twice  before  entrusting  himself  to  its 
tender  mercies.  The  director  will  do  well  to  en- 
force the  idea  that  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  Central 
railway  to  serve  the  people,  not  to  oppress  them. 


-Singularly  enough,  ili«  defenders  of  legality 
of  yesterday,  are  to-day  the  conspirators  againisi 

—It  is  reported  that  Capt.  Dias  Tacnr^  was 
wounded  in  one  of  ihe  conllkti  which  occurred 
last  night. 

—Our  issue  of  December  26th  took  17  days  to 
reach  Montevideo,  It  must  have  been  an  oliject 
of  interest  in  the  postufiice. 

—The  Paiz  of  the  26th  says  that  it  will  not 
continue  the  discussion  as  to  ilie  character  of  ihe 
existing  epidemic.  Our  colleague  niii;hl  have 
taken  this  resolution  some  time  ago. 

-Attention  has  been  called  to  the  turbid  condi- 
tion  and  bad  quality  of  Ihe  water  supply  fur  some 
weeks.  In  all  probability  much  of  tlie  illness  re- 
ported as  cholera  has  arisen  from  this  cause. 

—The  government  has  resolved  to  dismiss  (rom 
the  service  those  midshipmen  who  present  Ihcm- 
selves  under  the  recent  amnesty  decree.  I'hey 
will  be  dismissed  as  an  example  of  military  dis- 
cipline. 

— Sr.  Carlos  Gianelli,  Uruguayan  consul  at  this 
port,  has  recently  been  appointed  an  honorary 
secretary  of  legation,  in  recognition  of  services 
rendered  during  the  visit  of  the  Uruguayan  mili- 
tary commission  to  ihls  city, 

■The  Paiz  ol  the  26th  had  nothing  to  say 
about  the  Jacobin  disorders  of  the  preceding  n'g  11 
which  were  mainly  direcied  against  the  govern- 
ment. This  helps  to  locate  our  colleague,  the 
quondam  friend  of  "legality." 

It  is  said  that  the  Jacobins  are  provoking 
attacks  daily  on  the  cartmen  and  lal)orers  at  the 
Gamboa  station,  wlio  are  in  great  pan  Porluguese. 
These  patriots  will  not  work  tliemseives,  and  are 
not  willing  that  anyone  else  slioutd  work. 

—Telegrams  from  Montevideo  report  that  14 
midshipmen  have  resolved  to  return  home  under 
the  terms  of  the  recent  amnesty  decree.  It  is  to 
be  presumed  that  the  midshipman  now  under 
arrest  on  the  Nidheroy  will  be  released. 

—The  telegrams  fiom  Buenos  Aires  on  the  23rd 
and  24th  were  (ar  from  reassuring.  Clioleia  is 
said  to  be  increasing  in  Cordoba  and  Rosario,  and 
is  spreading  through  the  province  ol  Saiiia  Ke.  In 
Buenos  Aires  new  cases  have  appeared  in  llie 
insane  asylum  tliere. 

—It  has  been  reported,  as  a  certainty,  that 
an  extraordinary  session  of  Congress  will  be 
convened  in  March  next,  to  consider  various 
quesliuns  relative  lo  the  financial  and  economic 
condition  of  the  country,  Tlie  Jornal  q\  the  26(h, 
however,  says  that  there  is  no  loundaiion  for  the 
report. 

—A  Montevideo  leleRram  of  the  24th  in  the 
Pais  says  that  Capt.  Jo5o  Francisco  has  l^een  sent 
to  Porto  Alegre  under  arrest,  thus  terminating 
the  frontier  incident.  From  this  it  would  appear 
that  there  was  a  violation  of  Uruguayan  lerritory 
after  all,  and  that  Minister  Monleiro  now  admits 
it. 

—The  Repitblica  returned  to  this  port  on  the 
morning  of  the  25lh,  leaving  the  two  torpedo 
boats  at  Santa  Catharina,  whence  they  are  lo  be 
coiivoyed  to  Kio  Grande  by  the  transport  Santos. 
This  peculiar  voyage  of  the  HefubUca  arouses  a 
suspicion  that  there  is  something  out  of  order  in 
the  service. 

—  It  must  be  noted  that  ihe  civil  and  crim- 
inal  court  of  this  city  has  condemned  Manoel 
Martins  Baileza  to  7  J^  months  imprisonment 
and  150$  fine  lor  selling  coffee  mixed  with 
maize.  This  is  perfectly  right.  Now  let  us  have 
an  example  of  the  fe'lows  who  sell  water,  mixed 
with  a  little  milk  and  starch.J 

-The  director  of  hy^ene.  Dr.  Torres  Co- 
n,  and  the  sanitary  inspector  of  asylums, 
pitals  and  schools,  visited  the  Strangers* 
Hospital  on  the  23rd,  and  found  everything  in 
order.  These  inspectors  have  been  unanimous 
in  their  praises  o(  the  sanitary  arrangements 
and  cleanliness  of  this  hospital,  as  well  as  of 
ihe  facilities  it  oflers  for  the  treatment  of  the 
sick. 

—  The  Jornni  do  Commcrcio  says  that  Ihe 
Argentine  government  has  recently  signed  a  con- 
tract with  ihe  Armstrong  house  for  a  large 
cruiser  now  under  construclion  in  their  ship- 
yard. The  conditions  are  that  the  cruiser  shall 
be  completed  as  quickly  as  possible,  and  the 
cost  is  about  _^  400,000.  This  illustrates  the 
value  of  all  that  talk  the  other  day  about  disarm- 
ament.

—A  national  guard  club  was  definitely  founded 
in  this  city  on  the  25lh  inst.,  its  first  president 
being  Colonel  Dr.  Jorge  Moreira  Pacheco. 

—A  Buenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  24111  says  that 
Custodto  de  Mello  is  now   at  Alvear,  and  Ihat 


—  The  frequency  of  burglaries  has  become 
so  great  Ihat  the  chief  ol  police  h.is  urged  his 
delegates  to  redouble  their  endeavors  to  stop  the 
business.  It  m^y  be  predicted,  however,  that 
Ihe  delegates  will  do  nolliing  ol  the  kind.  They 
are  too  busily  engaged  in  worrying  the  peace- 
able citizen,  to  pay  mtich  attention  to  the  bur- 
glar. These  house-breaking  exploits  are  of 
nightly  occurrence,  but  somehow  the  police  are 
never  in  the  neighborhood. 

—A  Rio  Janeiro  telegram  says  that  Ihe  diplo- 
malic  representatives  there  have  been  much  dis- 
gusted at  receiving  a  circular  informing  them  that 
the  government  has  resolved  not  to  submitt  to 
arbitration  the  claims  of  England,  Italy,  Germany, 
France  and  Ihe  United  Slates,  for  losses  in  the 
recent  revolution,  but  Ihat  the  said  claims  will  be 
heard  and  decided  by  the  Brazilian  Supreme 
Tribunal  of  Justice.  The  diplomatic  corps  will 
enter  a  protest,  whilst  awaiting  further  instruc- 
tions from  their  governments.— J/o«/ma'^ff  Times, 
January  iSih. 

—  Of  course  we  wish  to  place  no  obstacle 
in  the  way  of  the  importation  of  jerked  beef 
—  but,  all  the  same,  we  want  lo  ask  a  ques- 
tion.

—The  police  authnnlien  complain  that  ihey 
hnve  only  *even  men  wiih  which  in  patrol  the 
suburb  of  Ruialogo  at  night.  It  is  liiile  wonder 
the  Ijur^ilars  are  active  just  now. 

—Our  Inlesi  advice*  from  Jiuenos  Aires  are  still 
coiifiiciin^.  Some  of  the  telegiams  siate  that  tliere 
is  no  epiileimc,  while  others  iei)on  new  cases. 

—A  lelegram  from  Genoa  niinounces  the  sailing 
of  the  A't' Tw/r^Vj  with  Ijoo  imniijjrants  fur  Bra- 
zil, 1450  of  whicli  are  for  llie  Socindade  Proinolora 
of  Sao  WwV\  We  thdughl  that  this  current  of 
immigration  had  been  checlteil  lor  ihe  moment. 

—The  inieiise  heat  of  the  list  seven  or  eii;ht 
days  has  bad  llie  effect  "f  iiicrea-.iiig  tlie  number 
ol  yellow-fever  cases.  There  were  four  deaths 
from  this  disease  on  the  25ih.  Fioin  liie  ist  to 
the  27lh  inst.  there  were  23  deaths  from  yellow 
lever  in  this  city. 

—On  Sunilay  some  soldiers  attacked  an  Italian 
in  Rua  da  .\inerica,  and  nenrly  killed  him  wiih 
Iheir  knives.  The  soldiers  escaped,  and  the  poor 
Italian  was  lakcii  to  ihe  Miseiiconlia  in  a  dying 
condition.  Tliis  is  the  libeity  for  which  we  lought 
the  republic  which  we  helped  to  save .' 
—The  would-be  opposition  politicians  are  now 
hard  at  work  organizing  a  "(sarhamcniary  reputi- 
lican"  parly,  of  which  Dr.  Anierico  lirasilien»i; 
has  been  invited  to  act  as  chief.  We  arc  new 
wailing  to  har  the  Paii  give  the  alarm,  for  "pai- 
tiamentarism"  is  rank  tre,on  in   that  quarter. 

—The  number  of  armed  police  in  ihe  Ouvidot 
to-day  looks  as  though  aimtlier  disturbance  ii 
anticipated.  The  Pan  is  fearing  an  attack,  and  is 
greatly  Ireuhled  for  fear  that  the  republic  will 
suffer.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  Paiz  is 
the  only  true  friend  and  protector  which  the  re- 
public possesses! 

—Poor  Brazil!  Even  the  director  of  the  Ilba 
Grande  lazaretto  thinks  that  he  is  serving  his 
country  by  enforcing  obsolete  quarantine  restric- 
tions against  the  unforluii.ite  traveller!  The  sal- 
ary  and  position  are  nothing;  he  is  doing  it  all 
throuf^h  patriotism,  for  the  honor  and  glory  o( 
his  beloved  country,  and  for  the  satisfaction  of 
his  own  conscience.     It  was  ever  thus! 

—■The  excessively  arbitrary  conduct  of  sanitary 
officials,  not  only  in  the  imposition  of  quarantines, 
but  in  the  impasilion  of  disinfection  and  in  the 
removal  o(  patients  lo  isolated  hospitals,  ought 
lo  be  placed  under  some  restraint.  We  deny  their 
right  to  damage  and  destroy  property,  or  to  send 
a  man  lo  Jurujuba,  except  in  clearly  established 
cases.  Is  there  no  protection  against  these  out- 
rages ? 

— The  Italian  <^teamer  Washington  arrived  at 
Ilha  Grande  about  len  days  ago,  btiiiging  out 
over  Soo  Italian  immigranis  for  Minas  Geraes. 
The  sanitary  authorities  at  first  wished  to  compel 
the  steamer  to  return  these  immigrants  to  Italy, 
but  when  it  was  proved  that  the  Washington 
sailed  before  notice  was  given  of  ihc  suspension 
of  Italian  immigration,  it  was  resolved  to  receive 
them  at  Ilha  Grande  for  account  of  the  Compa- 
nhia  Melropolitana,  the  stiie  of  Minas  Geraes 
being  unable  to  receive  any  more  immigrants. 

—It  is  necessary  to  note  that  parlies  of  rowdies 
and  vagabonds  are  scattered  over  the  whole  city, 
creating  disorder  and  alarm.  At  limes  they  amuse 
themselves  by  attacking  the  Portuguese  ;  at  others 
they  confine  Ilieir  patriotic  aspirations  to  com- 
mon theft  and  trespasses  upon  private  property. 
A  few  days  ago  a  party  of  six  or  seven  invaded  a 
ckacara  in  one  of  the  suburbs,  which  had  no  one  but 
women  and  servants  lo  defend  it,  and  demanded 
coffee,  This  was  refused,  when  they  threatened 
lo  return,  a  dozen  in  number,  and  compel  the 
people  to  serve  them.  They  then  amused  them- 
selves by  stealing  fruit  and  fowls,  and  literally 
encamped  there  for  some   time. 


—An  artillery  lieutenant  named  Cintra  Ramalho, 
stationed  at  Fort  Santa  Cruz,  merits  the  attention 
of  Ihe  adjutant-general.  Some  days  ago  he  caused 
a  civilian  to  be  arrested  and  sent  to  the  Nictheroy 
police  aiilborities.  They  found  nothing  against  the 
man,  and  released  him.  Thereupon  Ramalho  10  ik 
some  private  soldiers  and  went  to  his  victim's 
bouse,  and  there  gave  him  a  terrible  beating,  after 
which  he  took  him  to  the  old  Praia  de  Fura  fori. 
On  the  way  he  met  an  old  resident  ol  the  place  and 
commissary  of  police,  who  protested  against  the 
illegality.  Ramalho  gave  him  a  beating  al.so,  and 
had  him  locked  up  and  afterwards  conducted  to 
Santa  Cruz.  This  officer  is  playing  tbe  petty  tyrant 
about  Jurujuba,  and  it  is  time  to  make  an  example 
of  him. 

-Rio  presented  a  sorry  spectacle  last  nigbt. 
There  were  detachments  of  infantry  and  cavalry 
stationed  at  Ihe  Gloria,  Largo  da  Lapa,  Largo  da 
Carioca,  Largo  de  S.  Francisco,  and  elsewhere. 
A  mob  of  roughs  paraded  the  Ouvidor  and  were 
dispersed  by  the  mounted  police.  Trifling  con- 
flicts occurred  at  various  points  and  it  is  said  tlist 
some  persons  were  wounded.  Tlie  reports,  how- 
ever, are  decidedly  alarming.  The  jacobins  an- 
nounce that  they  propose  to  take  the  Jornal 
do  Brazil  lo-night,  it  is  said,  no  matter  what 
Ihe  attitude  of  the  police  may  be.  The  Paiz  is 
openly  defending  the  rioters,  and  some  miliiary 
officers  and  students  are  abetting  their  excesses. 
Unless  more  vigorous  measures  are  taken,  we  shall 
have  fighting  in  the  streets  before  many  days.
